He informed the Board that 
nothing has been done further on the Georgetown roof due to the weather. He also 
informed the Board that he has heard nothing from the other bidders on the shelving 
contract, and would have David Heaton look over I & M agreements. He said he 
would keep the Board informed and seek their counsel. Rev. Frazier said he would 
appreciate having Dept. Heads at the Board meetings. Mr. Tremper said to schedule 
Dept. Heads when we have a short agenda.

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WEATHER AND OTHER CLOSING EMERGENCIES 


When extreme weather conditions or other emergencies require a general closing 
of library agencies, the (Option 1 -- Director after consultation with the Board 
President or in his or her absence the Vice-President, will be responsible for 
setting times and conditions of closing*). (Option 2 -- Director will be 
responsible for setting times and conditions of closing.) Information will be 
forwarded to appropriate media with the expectation of their full co-operation 

in any emergency announcement. Every attempt will be made to have any informa- 
tion to the media by 6:00 a.m. Upon closing authorization, Department and other 
agency Heads will be notified, as soon as possible, of the situation and will then 
proceed to contact their employees. 


Certain employees will be called upon to be on duty even though the library 
agencies are closed. 


Employees scheduled to work during a period when agencies are generally closed 
will receive their usual pay and benefits for scheduled time. The length of time 
involved for the above is subject to the discretion of the Board. Rescheduling 
of employees may be necessary in some cases at the option of the Director. 


Employees who work during a general closing of the system will receive compensatory 


time-off with pay; such time is to be scheduled by mutual agreement of the em- 
ployee and supervisor. 


At the Board meeting following the emergency closing of the system, the Director 
shall request the Board approve of the closing for entry into the minutes of the 
meeting’. 


In the event of the absence of the Director during an emergency, the Assistant 
Director will assume the Director's responsibility. If both are unavailable, the 


-Superintendant of Branches is to assume responsibility. 


* Inasmuch, as an emergency, such as, weather conditions may occur at any time 
of the day or night, contact with the Board member may need be at any hour.

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AMENDMENT 


Since it has proved impossible for NEIRRS to finance remodeling 
with any of tne types of funds available to it, the Studio Lease Contract 
between Fort Wayne Public Library, an Indiana Municipal corporation, and 
Northeast Indiana Radio Reading Service, Incorporated, a not-for-profit 
Indiana corporation, shall be amended by adding a new article, numbered 


"10", to the lease, as follows: 


10. Special remodeling by Library. FWPL shall assume costs of remodeling, 
not to exceed $5,400. -The responsibility of FWPL shall be limited to purchase 
of materials and equipment and to payment of installation and labor costs for 
items in which installation or labor is a part of the purchase price and 
cannot be performed by NEIRRS. NEIRRS shall be-responsible for all other 
aspects of remodeling, including engineering and preparation, selection of 
materials, and actual construction. 

NEIRRS shall pay to FWPL rent in the amount of $5,400 for the period 
ending December 31, 1979. This rent shall be due on January 2, 1980 and 
shall not be paid prior to that date. 

Where article 3 or article 5 may be in conflict with this article (10) 
the provisions of article 10 shall take precedence until all provisions of 
article 10, including payment of rent, shall have been completed. Upon 
completion of the provisions of article 10, that article shall terminate 
and the provisions of article 3 and article 5 shall resume their full force 


and effect.

February 26, 1979 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, February 26, 1979 
at 4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Allan J. Tremper, Mrs. Florence A. 
Buirley, Mr. Russell E. Erb, Rev. Richard G. Frazier, Mrs. Audrey H. Sharpe and 
Mrs. Rhuea Graham. Mr. Tremper presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the January 22, 1979 meeting was the first item 
on the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded 
by Mrs. Sharpe and carried. 


Remarks by the Director of an informative nature was next on the agenda. 
Mr. Vegeler informed the Board of the I & M Agreement which insures the Main 
Library of up to 950 kva's. That the March 26th Board meeting will be at 3:30 p.m. 
to open bids for sprinkler system in the present building and the new addition. 
Mr. Vegeler informed the Board of the sub-lease tenancy by and between K.P.C., 
Inc. and Ernie R. Meriwether. He informed the Board that they are working on 
Job Classification Schedule and asked permission to work on a Pay Classification 
Schedule. Rev. Frazier said he commended him on this and asked if it would also 
upgrade the pay. Mrs. Sharpe said it was necessary. Mr. Erb said it was a good 
thing and common practice. By consent the Board authorized Mr. Vegeler to proceed 
with the Job and Pay Classification Schedules. 


Mr. Vegeler reported to the Board on H.B. 1949 which would end the Fort Wayne 
Public Library and County Contractual Library and create a new County Library 
system outside the City. The proposed substitute language for H. B. 1949 drafted 
by David Heaton was presented to the Board which would preserve Fort Wayne Public 
Library and Allen County Contractual Library and strengthen position to do some- 
thing about the County Branches. Rev. Frazier moved the approval to adopt the 
proposal, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed unanimously. 


A report on Georgetown Branch roof and the Main Library roof by David Coil 
was next on the agenda. He said no further testing has been done on Georgetown 
roof but a man from Bradley's office is taking note of where and how much water 
is entering the building. Mr. Coil recommended the following for the Main Library 
roof. First —- do not continue as you are. Second - Install a free floating 
surface roof, seal around the edges and weight down with gravel which would cost 
approximately $65,000. Third - Install roof drains to relieve roof of water and 
a minimum of six drains costing approximately $7,500. This would be in conjunction 
with a re-roofing. Fourth - Replace entire roof which would cost in excess of 
$200,000. Mrs. Buirley made a motion to have Mr. Coil further investigate the 
alternatives and cost and bring to the next board meeting if possible. The motion 
was seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Vegeler asked the Board's approval to transfer from the budget the 
$30,000 to the City LIRF and the $30,500 to the County LIRF. Rev. Frazier moved 
the approval of the transfer, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and carried. 


The Board's approval to hire Sheila Braish at $3.50 per hour was next on 
the agenda. Mr. Erb moved the approval to hire Sheila Braish at the recommended 
hourly rate, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and carried. 
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Mr. Vegeler asked the Board's approval to adjust the pay of the following 
personnel:

The local library's 
grant application, for about $3,500 would cover all expenses of the person, with 
the library providing only office space. The grant application is for a person 
in the community to be a "Humanist" in Asian studies. The person would see what 
we have, see what we lack in Asian studies and help us develop a continuing 
program in that area. The person would survey collections, work with staffs in 
making books in certain areas available, and present some public programs. 

Mrs. Sharpe moved the approval of an application for a Humanist in Residence, 
seconded by Mr. Erb and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Vegeler discussed with the Board the request by the media for a copy of 
the Agenda prior to the Board meetings. Rev. Frazier moved the approval to send 
a copy of the agenda to all media, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and carried.

Proposed interim policy on extended sick leave 


The Library's present sick leave policy allows each 
salaried employee ten days of paid sick leave annually, with 
no accumulation of unused sick leave from year to year. 
Unlimited additional fully-paid sick leave has in the past 
been granted at the discretion of the Director with approval 


by the Board. 


The Library administration is now at work on a comprehensive 
review of personnel policies. Until this review is completed 
and submitted to the Board, we propose the following interim 


policy on extended sick leave: 


Each salaried employee shall be granted ten days of 
paid sick leave annually, with no accumulation of unused 
sick leave from year to year. 

For employees with more than twenty years of continuous 
full-time service, the following arrangement shall prevail: 
In the event of major illness (a condition requiring an 
extended hospital stay or extended home recuperation following 
a hospital stay or its equivalent), the Director shall grant 
five additional days of fully-paid sick leave. In addition, 
the Library shall pay to the employee an amount equal to the 
difference between the employee's regular salary and the benefits 
paid under the Library's disability insurance program, for a 
period not to exceed 25 additional days. The Director shall

Project was at the stage of laying and jointing a loose-laid surface over an exist- 
ing surface. Observed the mechanics of installation and flashing. 


Millham Realty Warehouse, Fort Wayne 
The installation consists of both loose-laid and bonded rubber sheeting by Dahm 
Bros. aS an experiment. One year old and in excellent condition. 


Keystone Middle School, Indianapolis 
Large installation of loose-laid rubber sheeting in 1978. Roof is in excelent 
condition and the principal reported that the results had also been excellent. 


Apartment House, Indianapolis 

Repair consisted of an application of urethane foam (3'' to 5'') over an existing 
surface. This was covered with a 40 mil thick sprayed on rubber compound and an 
aluminium coating. Workmanship teft something to be desired but results reported 
to be excel lent. 


Tru Value Warehouse, Indianapolis 

A sprayed on rubber application which was placed on top of a layer of roofing felt 
which had been secured to the existing surface. Covered with aluminium spray. 

One year old - most of the surface was in good shape but showed blisters and some 
evidence of splitting over the original surface splits. 


Miles Laborties, Elkhart 

Observed both loose-laid and sprayed on applications. Spray-on was two years old 

and in excellent condition with no leaks; however, plant engineer warned us about 
less than specified thickness. Loose-laid had been placed under a cooling tower 

this month and no performance data available. 


Indus-Wheel Plant, Indianapolis 
Small installation of loose-laid rubber sheeting two years old. Appeared to be in 
excellent conditions with no leaking reported to us. 


i oo. Post “Office, - South Band 

Installation of a rubber sheet bonded to a plywood surface. There have been many 
problems but the building engineer attributed none of these to the rubber sheeting. 
Five years old and the rubber was in good: shape. 


Magnavox Corporate Building, Fort Wayne 

Spayed-on rubber coating over the existing surface.with aluminium coating. One 
year old - shows original blisters and, in some instances, splits over the splits 
in the original surface. 


Fort Wayne National Bank Building, Fort Wayne 
Sprayed-on rubber applied directly to a concrete deck. Material in excellent 
condition. 


Conclusions - thus far 
The problems we ebserved are not with the materials but in workmanship and in 
specifying the correct covering for a particular situation.

Subject: Proposed salary and wage adjustments 


The Library's current financial position allows salary and 

wage adjustments for nearly all employees. The personnel 

budget for 1979 totals $1,624,960. Up to the present time 

(eight pay periods) we have been spending at a rate substantially 
lower than the budget allows. If we continue at the present 
rate, we will underspend this item by $136,000. We propose 


to adjust salaries and wages in the following manner:

The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, May 29, 1979 at 
4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Charles E. Slater, Mr. Allan J. Tremper, 
Mrs. Helen E. Knoblauch, Mrs. Florence A. Buirley, Mrs. Audrey H. Sharpe, 

Mr. Russell E. Erb, Rev. Richard G. Frazier, Mrs. Vera Dulin, Mrs. Rhuea Graham 
and Mrs. Helen Reynolds. Mr. Slater presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the April 23, 1979 meeting was the first item on 
the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded by 
Mr. Erb and carried. 


Mr. Vegeler informed the Board that the additional appropriation in the amount 
of $81,000 for the sprinkler system in the existing building from the Library 
Improvement Fund was approved by the State Tax Commissioners. He also informed 
the Board that there was water in the sub-basement of the new wing where the 
boiler is located and there are four employees attending summer library school 
at Bloomington. They are Susan Hunt, Kathryn Witwer, Isabelle Otter and Rebecca 
Young. 


David Coil presented specifications for repairs to the Main Library roof and 
asked authorization to advertise for bids to be opened at the June 25th meeting. 
Mr. Erb moved the approval to advertise for bids, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and 
passed unanimously. 


Citizens Cable discussion relative to public access through library facilities 
by Steven Fortriede was next on the agenda. The Federal Communication Commission 
requires all cable television operators to provide a means for public access to 
the cable system. Taken by consent the Board authorized to open negotiations and 
report back to the Board. 


The Board next listened to the first broadcast of the Northeast Indiana Radio 
Reading Service for the blind. 


Georgetown Branch Library roof problem was next on the agenda. A copy of a 
letter to Mr. Bradley and a copy of a letter from Mr. Bradley was given to the 
members of the Board. Mr. Vegeler was authorized to set a date for a meeting with 
Mr. Bradley soon and have a definite answer on what will be done on Georgetown roof 
and the interior damage.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend IC 20-13-1 concerning certain library 
aistricts ; 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. IC 20-13-1 is amended by adding a NEW section 
7.5 to read as follows: Sec. 7.5. All of the territoryof any 
county whose population exceeds two hundred seventy thousand 
(270,000) and is less than two hundred ninety thousand (290,000) 
according to the most recently published federal decennial census 
shall on January 1, 1981, become a single Class I county library 
district under the provisions of this chapter legal title to all 
real estate and other property used by public library purposes 
within said district shall be vested in said county library. The 
taxing authority for the library district is vested in the library 
board appointed under section 8 of this chapter and the tax rate 
adopted by that board under section 20 of this chapter shall apply 
uniformly to the territory included in the county library district.

20-1381 Fs5. as added by SECTION: Of this. act) whiennla brary 
shall assume all existing obligations including outstanding bonds 
of the libraries terminated by this act. 

(d) Nothing in this act affects the status of 
any employees of any existing public libraries in the county.

All public 
library corporations which existed in any such county on December

=) In response to our conversation and your letter of April 25, 1979, 
I am writing to report on the progress of our investigation into 
water leaks at the Georgetown Branch Library. 


As you will recall, when we began our exploration last fall, we 
felt that the flat roof panels and standing seams appeared to be 
sound and generally watertight. The manner in which the gutter 
was installed and flashed was suspect, and we asked for and 
received Library permission to remove and replace a portion of 
this material at the northwest corner of the building as a test 
area. 


This was accomplished over a 36 foot wide section of roof late 
last fall and radically reduced, (but did not eliminate) the 
frequency and quantity of water penetration in this portion of 
the building. 


Last month, with the advent of above-freezing temperatures, we 
began to systematically test the remainder of this portion of 
the roof. From the eave line up to the roof valley, (a distance 
of some 40 feet), we have located one leak which has been 
temporarily sealed. 


However, further testing indicates that water is penetrating 
é the flashing at the valley between the low-pitched and high- 
g pitched portions of the roof. This water is then running down

the sloping roof structure and entering the building at the 
eave line above the windows on the north side of the building. 


The next logical step is to remove and replace a portion of 
the roof valley flashing and continue testing the remainder 

of this, portion of ithe) roof... Iywill arrange for this to be 
accomplished and will presume Library permission unless I hear 
otherwise from you. 


As I indicated in our conversation, our only objective is to 
help remedy an unsatisfactory situation for the Library. 
Although we have found no indication of any design responsi- 
bility and although we have expended considerable time and 
money, we are willing to do so in order to have a satisfactory 
solution and a satisfied client. 


Please contact me if you have questions. I will report 
additional test results as soon as the valley flashing is 
replaced.

During the 1979 legislative session the Indiana General 
Assembly passed a bill which became law as Senate Enrolled 
het Sherine Untent Or this law’is to* improve ‘ltLbrary 
service to residents of Allen County outside the City of 
Fort Wayne by consolidating two existing library GCIELRITOCS , 
the Fort Wayne Public Library and the Allen County Contractual 
Library, into a single county-wide district with a uniform 
tax rate. This proposed budget responds to the legislative 
intent by concentrating on the development of outlying 
facilities, the strengthening of staff, and the provision 
of books and other library materials for all residents of 
Allen County. The spending levels proposed in this budget 
will allow the substantial improvements which the General 
Assembly intended without drastically altering the level of 
taxation for library services which has previously existed 
within the Fort Wayne Public Library district and the Allen 
County Contractual Library district.

A report on Citizen's Cable public access through library facilities by 
Mr. Fortriede followed. A second draft of an agreement between Citizens Cable 
of Fort Wayne, Inc., Fort Wayne Public Library and Citizens Council for Program 
Development, Inc. was presented to the Board. Library would share access studio 
in the new wing, four free channels, Federal Communication Commission regulation 
of five free minutes after which there could be a charge. Cable operator is 
responsible for what is aired. Benefits to the library would be (1) financial 
benefits, (2) publicity, public relations and service to the community and (3)

bring people to the Library and all programs emanate from the library. Attorney 
David Heaton stated that the Board must determine that it is an appropriate 
function of the library. The Board agreed they need time to consider and the 
matter be brought to the next meeting. 


David Coil reported on the Georgetown Branch roof developments. He said 
Mr. Bradley has authorized C. Miller & Sons to go ahead with the installation of 
the neoprene at all valleys and ridges, and that Clevenger didn't want anything to 
do with the roof at Georgetown Branch. 


Mr. Vegeler requested the approval to pay travel expense for Miss Lower to 
attend the Federation of Genealogical Societies in Omaha which would amount to 
approximately $350.00. Mrs. Sharpe moved the approval to pay whatever her expenses 
are, seconded by Mr. Erb and passed unanimously.

Mr. Tremper moved the approval to hire the three new employees at the recommended 
hourly rates, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and carried. 


Dr. Ashton reported to the Board of the progress on the appointment of a 
Department Head in Business and Technology. He and Mr. Vegeler have interviewed 
six condidates, two from the staff and four from outside, and will make a decision 
within a week. He also informed the Board of the appointment of Theresa Meadows 
from the Circulation Department as Head of Hessen Cassel Branch Library. 


The Board was presented with resolutions thanking former Board members 
Mrs. Buirley and Mr. Slater for their devoted and untiring service over many years 
to this institution, which the Board signed. 


Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $70,549.44, 
Indiana & Michigan Electric Company bill in the amount of $6,993.35, Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Company bill in the amount of $2,161.72; and Library 
Building and Equipment Fund bills in the amount of $130,954.15 was the last item 
on the agenda. Mr. Erb moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by 
Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously.

The single item on the agenda was the discussion and possible 
adoption of a resolution concerning the Library's operational 
Toyma.. the O50. 


Mrs. Knoblauch began the discussion by summarizing the 
legislative developments of 1979 affecting the Library, and 

by recounting the steps taken by the Board and the Administration 
up to this time, in preparation for a possible change to a 

Single county-wide library district or for maintenance of the 
present two-library arrangement. She summarized various 
points,on all. sides.and called upon all Board members to 
contribute fully to the decision-making process. 


Mr. Erb spoke in favor of Board acceptance of the legislation 
now on the books, with the concern that any tax arrangement, 
either present or future, would be inequitable to some 
taxpayers. He also expressed concern that any measures to 
restore the two-library arrangement might be only temporary 
in their effect. 


Mrs. Reynolds spoke in strong opposition to the creation of 

a county library, presenting estimates of probable property 

tax consequences for farmers. She urged that the Boards 
consider other alternatives, including possible annexation 

of suburban townships to the Fort Wayne Public Library district. 
She expressed determination to fight the implementation of 

the legislation creating a county library district. 


Mr. Miller spoke of the need-for more equitable tax levels 
as balanced between the city and the suburbs, saying that most 


_ suburban residents would have no legitimate objection to 


annexation or taxation at Fort Wayne Public Library rates. 
He does not support a uniform county library tax. 


Mrs. Dulin said that she was in a quandary, sympathetic to 
the farmers but uncertain about what might be done to turn 
back legislation already enacted. 


Mrs. Gates said she was so new to the Board that she felt 
unprepared to speak effectively. 


Mr. Tremper addressed the legislative history of the bill 
which created the unified county library district. He

suggested that since the bill had become law through an error, 
there must be some way to correct the error without jeopardizing 
the position of the Library. 


Mr. Heaton, the Board's Attorney, spoke to help clarify some 
of the issues which had been raised. Since the law was the 
work of the General Assembly, changing the law, either to 
restore the Fort Wayne Public Library and Allen County 
Contractual Public Library, or to make some other change, would 
require the General Assembly to act. Litigation to attempt 
to prevent the new county system from coming into existence 
before January 1, 1980, might be helpful, but whatever was 
done in the way of litigation, legislative action after 
January 1 would be necessary. He suggested that the Board 
and the Administration, whatever the outcome of a decision 
on a county-wide library district might be, develop and 

seek the enactment of legislation which would clarify the 
Library's position. 


Mr. Vegeler and Dr. Ashton spoke of the need for a Board 
decision in order to guide their own efforts in the way 
ofpreparation of legislation, litigation, and other ad- 
ministrative matters. 


After extensive further discussion, Mr. Erb offered the 
following motion:

A typical farm family will pay five times as much in actual tax dollars 
for public library services than a city or suburban home each year, but 
will have much less library services available to them.

1. The city could annex such areas for library services.

Rev. Frazier moved the proposed budget of $2,583,131.00 and tax rate in the 
amount of $.3557 be adopted for 1980, seconded by Mr. Tremper and passed 
unanimously. Next was the hearing on the Bond & Interest Redemption Fund budget 
for 1980. Rev. Mather moved the proposed budget of $589,655.00 and tax rate in 
the amount of $.0966 for the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund be adopted for 
1980, seconded by Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously. 


The Allen County Public Library budget in the amount of $3,470,395.00 with 
a tax rate of 29¢ and the Bond & Interest Redemption Fund budget in the amount 
of $589,665.00 with a tax rate of 5¢ was next. A group of county property owners 
represented by attorney Max Hobbs stated their opposition to a new state law that 
will combine the two library boards and increase property taxes outside the eaty. 
Mr. Hobbs stated that the existing boards have no authority or power to adopt a 
county wide budget. The class I library does not come into existence until 
January 1, 1980. He asked that they adopt only the budgets for Fort Wayne Public 
Library and Allen County Contractual Library and leave Allen County Public Library 
alone. After extensive discussion, Rev. Mather moved the adoption of the budgets 
and tax rates contingent upon ratification of the new board for Allen County 
Public Library on or after January 2, 1980. Rev. Frazier seconded the motion and 
was passed unanimously. 


Recessed the meeting of the Fort Wayne Public Library. 
Convened for the meeting of the Allen County Contractual Library. 


The hearing on the Allen County Contractual Library budget was presented. 
Mrs. Reynolds moved the proposed budget in the amount of $1,124,414.00 and tax 
tate of $.20685 for the Allen County Contractual Library be adopted, seconded by 
Mr. Miller and passed unanimously. The Allen County Public Library budget in the 
amount of $3,470,395.00 with a tax rate of 29¢ and the Bond & Interest Redemption 
Fund budget in the amount of $589,665.00 with a tax rate of 5¢ was next. Mr. Miller 
moved the adoption of the Allen County Public Library budget with a tax rate of 29¢ 
and the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund budget with a tax rate of 5¢, seconded 
by Mrs. Graham and passed unanimously, with Mrs. Reynolds abstaining. 
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Recessed the meeting of the Allen County Contractual Library. 
Reconvened the meeting of the Fort Wayne Public Library. 


The hearing on the additional appropriation from the LIRF in the amount of 
$30,000 was the next item on the agenda. Rev. Mather moved the adoption of the 
Appropriation Resolution, seconded by Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously. 


David Coil made a report on the construction of the new addition to the 
Main Library, the main library roof replacement and the Georgetown Branch roof. 
Mr. Vegeler reported to the Board that the city's Minimum Housing and Relocation 
Department informed him that it would condemn and order vacated the Georgetown 
Branch library unless extensive interior water damage is repaired. Rev. Mather 
made a motion that the administration and engineer make an inspection as to the 
safety of Georgetown Branch, bring to the board a report and recommendation for 
repairs and financing of repairs, and that the administration make public state- 
ment to the media of the continuing struggle with the architect and contractor. 
The motion was seconded by Rev. Frazier and passed unanimously. 


A report on negotiations regarding "public access" with Fort Wayne Cable- 
vision was next on the agenda. Mr. Fortriede reported the only change in the 
previously reported agreement was the increased figure on depreciation from 5% 
to 10%. Rev. Mather moved this board approve this agreement and date it 
August 27, 1979, seconded by Rev. Frazier and carried. 


Rev. Frazier moved the approval to advertise for an additional appropriation 
for Fort Wayne Public Library Operating Fund in the amount of $66,766.06 and 
Allen County Contractual Library Operating Fund in the amount of $22,443.96, 
seconded by Rev. Mather and carried. 


Rev. Frazier moved the approval of an annual salary of $14,000 for Robert 
Hart, seconded by Rev. Mather and carried. 


Rev. Frazier moved the approval of an annual salary of $11,500 for Theresa 
Meadows, seconded by Rev. Mather and carried. 


Rev. Frazier moved the approval to hire fifteen new employees at the recommended 
hourly rates, seconded by Rev. Mather and carried. 


Rev. Frazier moved the approval of pay increases for five employees, seconded 
by Rev. Mather and carried. 


Mr. Vegeler asked the Board's approval of the proposed maternity leave policy 
(h.i.). Rev. Frazier moved the approval of the maternity leave policy, seconded 
by Rev. Mather and passed unanimously. 


By consent the Board approved the Dudlo "final reunion" request for free 
pamphlets. 


Mr. Vegeler informed the Board that the next Board meeting on Sept. 24th 
would be held at Georgetown Branch. 
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Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $111,406.49, 
Indiana & Michigan Electric Company bill in the amount of $7,729.03, Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Company bill in the amount of $2,161.72; and Library 
Building and Equipment Fund bills in the amount of $136,885.00 was the last item 
on the agenda. Rev. Frazier moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded 


by Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

3. Notice. Except in an emergency, the employee shall file 
a written request for a maternity leave with the Director 
at least one month before the beginning of the leave. The 
leave may begin at any time during pregnancy. 
4. Medical certification. The Library may require the employee 
at any time during or after her pregnancy to provide medical 
certification that she may continue to work without restriction 
and without risk to herself or her child. Failure to submit 
such certification shall place the employee on maternity leave. 
5. Replacement of employee on leave. During a maternity 
leave the Library may fill the employee's position on a 
temporary basis. If the employee has not returned to work 
at the end of three months, the Library may fill the position 
permanently, with the understanding that the employee will 


be placed in the first suitable vacancy. 
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6. Return to work. The employee shall notify the Library in 
writing at least one month in advance of her intention to 


return to work. 


_7. Compensation. Vacation pay, paid sick leave, and disability 


insurance payments may be used to provide compensation during 
the portion of the leave period for which they are applicable. 
The remainder of the leave shall be without pay. 

8. Health insurance. An employee with one year of service 

but less than twenty years may continue as a member of the 
Library's group health insurance plan’ for three months, 

upon payment of the individual's share of the cost of the 
plan. An employee with twenty years or more may continue 

for six months. After these periods the employee may carry 
individual health insurance.

September 24, 1979 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Georgetown Branch Library, 6600 East State Blvd., 
September 24, 1979 at 4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mrs. Helen E. Knoblauch, 
Mr. Allan J. Tremper, Mrs. Rae Gates, Rev. Richard G. Frazier, Mr. William E. 
Miller, Mrs. Helen Reynolds and Mrs. Rhuea Graham. Mrs. Knoblauch presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the August 27th meeting was the first item on 
the agenda. Rev. Frazier moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded 
by Mr. Tremper and carried. 


The hearing on the additional appropriation for the Fort Wayne Public 
Library in the amount of $66,766.06 was next on the agenda. Rev. Frazier moved 
the adoption of the resolution, seconded by Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously. 


The hearing on the additional appropriation for the Allen County Contractual 
Library in the amount of $20,443.96 was presented to the Board. Mrs. Reynolds 
moved the adoption of the resolution, seconded by Mr. Miller and passed 
unanimously. 


Mr. Vegeler next reported to the Board on the Allen County Tax Adjustment 
Board hearing Sept. 24, 1979 at 9:15 a.m. He informed the Board that the Tax 
Adjustment Board approved the Fort Wayne Public Library, Allen County Contractual 
Library and the Allen County Public Library budgets. 


A report on taxpayer lawsuit was next on the agenda. A RESPONSE OF DEFENDANT 
LIBRARIES AND BOARDS was presented to the Board (h.i.). Rev. Frazier moved the 
Board formally adopt the response to the lawsuit, seconded by Mrs. Gates and 
passed unanimously. 


Proposed legislation for the 1980 session (h,i.) was brought to the Board's 
attention. Mrs. Reynolds contended the county property owners who have sued the 
library boards to block a unified 1980 budget under the new law are opposed to 
portions of the draft and that one of the plaintiffs in the suit, Woodrow Wilson, 
would like to have input into the drafting of the proposed legislation. The 
administration agreed to work with Mr. Wilson. 


A presentation by Mrs. Steven Campbell, representing the Aboite River Women's 
Club was next on the agenda. Dr. Ashton informed the Board that Mrs. Campbell 
called and because of a sick child she could not attend the meeting. She wanted 
to express their wish for branch library service in Aboite Township and the 
willingness of the club to help bring this about. 


Inspection tour of Georgetown Branch was next. David Coil told the library 
board that repairs prescribed by the Architect have been completed. Because of 
uncertainty over the effectiveness of the repairs, the Board indicated renovation 
of the library's water damaged interior will be delayed until it's certain the 
leaking has been corrected. 


David Coil gave a progress report on the Main Library roof. The holes for 
roof drains have been drilled through the concrete. The contractor is ready to 
begin the replacement of the roof on September 26. 
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A progress report on the Main Library addition was given by Architect Conrad 
Jankowski. September is the month the addition was to be completed, but it will 
not be ready for occupancy until March 1980. Three reasons accounted for the 
delay. Trade unions strikes in June and July, delayed delivery of the quartz 
aggregate, and problems with ground water because the new addition is lower than 
the existing building. Sump pumps will be installed and an emergency generator 
will be necessary to ensure against damage to materials in a power failure. The 
addition is two-thirds enclosed and precast concrete work should be completed in 
eight weeks. The electrical shelving should be installed in December. 


The consideration of two funding proposals from the Indiana State Library was 
next on the agenda. Phase I - MURL is intended to provide compensation to those 
libraries designated as urban resource libraries by HEW by virtue of serving a 
city exceeding 100,000 population. The grant would be in the amount of $10,500. 

Mr. Tremper moved the approval to make application for this money, seconded by 

Rev. Frazier and passed unanimously. Phase II - Reciprocal Borrowing requires 
reciprocal borrowing and provides supplemental grants as partial compensation. 

This would be in the amount of $10,300. Mr. Tremper moved that upon the recommenda- 
tion by Mr. Vegeler we not file this application, seconded by Rev. Frazier and 
carried. 


A report and recommendations on modifications in the Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
plan was next on the agenda. It was recommended that the Library pay the cost of 
a single plan with the exception of $1.00 per year to be paid by the employee.

Mrs. Sharpe 
moved the approval to accept the bid of Indiana Bank, seconded by Mr. Erb and 
carried. 


Consideration of and report on legislative action relative to the Library was 

next on the agenda. The administrators urged the Board to come to a final con- 
clusion concerning its 1980 legislative program. They presented a bill (h.i.) 
which eliminates the bonding power in the County. Representative Mitch Harper, 
who was present, said he thought there would be many advantages of a merger. By 
going back to a two-board system, we may never see new libraries in the County. 
Rev. Frazier moved to adopt the shorter version of the bill without bonding 
authority for the County and have the director appoint a long range planning 

& committee to study various needs of Fort Wayne & Allen County. The motion was 
seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Miller moved the adoption of the following resolution: 


RESOLVED, That the library board of Allen County Contractual 
Public Library hereby agrees and consents that all territory 
heretofore duly annexed to the City of Fort Wayne be transferred 
from the library district of Allen County Contractual Public 
Library to the library district of Fort Wayne Public Library. 


Mrs. Reynolds seconded the motion and passed unanimously. 
Mr. Erb moved the adoption of the following resolution: 


RESOLVED, That the library board of Fort Wayne Public 
Library, with the agreement and consent of the library board 
of Allen County Contractual Public Library, hereby accepts 
and makes part of the library district of Fort Wayne Public 
Library all territory heretofore duly annexed to the City of 
Fort Wayne. 


Mrs. Sharpe seconded the motion and passed unanimously. 


Textile artist, Katy Dolk, proposes to design a banner 45" x 10' to be hung 
in space at the stairwell in the main lobby of the public library above the catalog 
& area. Colleen Benninghoff, of ARTS DEVELOPMENT, proposes to seek a donor for this 
piece of art work for the library, Thus, all that is asked from the board of 
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directors of the Public Library, is approval to hang the banner in the library 
and to accept it as a gift. Rev. Mather moved the acceptance of the gift, seconded 
by Mrs, Gates and passed unanimously. 


Recommendation of a library attorney to replace Attorney David Heaton, a long 
and faithful attorney to the Board, who wishes to retire was next on the agenda. 
Mr. Vegeler recommended Thomas Fruechtenicht, after interviewing several attorneys. 
Rev. Mather moved the approval to hire Thomas Fruechtenicht as the library attorney, 
seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed unanimously. 


Remarks by the Director was next on the agenda. Mr. Vegeler asked the Board 
to consider putting a building on the parking lot at Little Turtle Branch for the 
fleet of cars and bookmobiles. Informed the Board of the two year appointment of 
Isabelle Otter to the Indiana State Library Advisory Council representing library 
services to the blind and physically handisapped effective from October 1, 1979 - 
September 31, 1981. Presented change orders from the contractors of the new 
addition to be signed. 


Mrs, Knoblauch next read the letter from Audrey Sharpe requesting the board 
to accept her resignation from the position of secretary due to her heavy school 
schedule. Rev. Mather moved the acceptance of her resignation with regret, seconded 
by Rev. Frazier and carried. Mr. Erb nominated Mrs. Gates for secretary. Rev. 
Frazier moved the nominations be closed, seconded by Rev. Mather. Mrs. Gates was 
elected Secretary unanimously. 


The Board's approval of the 1980 salary schedule and hourly rate list was 
next on the agenda. Rev. Mather moved the approval of the salary schedule and 
hourly rate list and to begin the increases with the first pay in November 1979. 
Mr. Erb seconded the motion and passed unanimously. Rev. Mather made a motion 
that the President of the Board appoint a personnel committee to assist the 
Directors for proposals for 1981 salaries. The motion was seconded by Rev. Frazier 
and passed unanimously. 


Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $115,871.58, 
Indiana & Michigan Electric Company bill in the amount of $6,444.40, Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Company bill in the amount of $2,241.88; Library Building 
and Equipment Fund bills in the amount of $141,457.00; and Library Improvement 
Reserve Fund bills in the amount of $48,030.00 was the last item on the agenda. 
Rev, Mather moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by Mrs. Gates and 
passed unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

$10,500.00 is to cover the period from October 1, 1979 to September 30, 1980.
